In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it would have been obvious to combine Grube et al. with the feature of Anderson, Jr. that includes 
continuing operation of the processing system, because it is highly desirable to have a new and improved security arrangement which 
requires the user to interact with the system(see col. 3, lines 36-43 of Anderson, Jr). 

The Applicant states that Grube does not disclose a decreased security authorization code. The Examiner disagrees with the Applicant. 
Grube et al. discloses that the database operator may have certain security guidelines for each data type(see col. 3, lines 52-53). Grube 
et al. discloses that it may be acceptable to use a low level or security or a high level of security to transmit dta over an encrypted 
communication resource(see col. 3, lines 52-57).
